by the 41st Texas legislature at the 
request of Texas county and district 
clerks, a view of Miller county (Ark.) 
marriage records confirms the shat- 
tering accuracy of the obiquitious lit- 
tle archer from even so far away as 
Arkansas. 


Texarkana, which 
is situated in 


Bowie county in Texas and 
Miller 


county in Arkansas, has proved a mec- 
ca for the impatient lovelorn, no 
willing to comply with the compluca- 
tions of the Texas law. 


Since the Texas law became ef- 


fective, 930 Texas couples have cross- 
ed the state line, swelling the pocket- 
books of Arkansas officials and oi 
those performing the ceremonies. 


Of 1628 licenses issued in Miller 


county during the past year, approx- 
imately 56 per cent of them have been 
for Texas couples. 
In 
Texarkana, 


Bowie county. Texas, across the line, 
a grand total of 89 licenses were issued 
during the same period. 


Licenses issued in Bowie county 


during the 12-month period to June 
13, 1929. when the law became ef- 
fective, totaled 597 for a monthly av- 
erage of 49.75 marriages, while 610 
licenses were issued during a cor- 
responding period in Miller county, at 
the rate of 50.83 per month.
